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A few years 
ago, an auto 
company 
adopted this 
slogan, “quality 
is job #1”, and 
their results 
were dramatic. 
To paraphrase 
that slogan, 
think of what 
the Guernsey 
breed could 
accomplish 

with the attitude, “production is job one.” 

This issue of the Guernsey Breeders’ 
Journal is the annual production issue. 
Throughout the magazine are advertise- 
ments, articles and tables documenting 
the outstanding production accomplish- 
ments of cows and herds across the 
country. We all should congratulate the 
owners and breeders of these cows and 
herds for their ability and expertise in 
developing Guernseys to their full poten- 
tial. They are showing the dairy indus- 
try what Guernseys can do. Nothing will 
increase the profitability and popularity 
of Guernseys more than increased pro- 
duction per cow. 

To illustrate this point, consider that 
the average production of Guernsey cows 
enrolled in the National Cooperative Dairy 
Herd Improvement Program in 1988 was 
12,382M. If this average were 2,000 
pounds higher at 14,382M, Guernseys 
would be the second highest producing 
breed in the United States. Given the 
other advantages of Guernseys such as 
high butterfat and protein tests, inter- 
mediate size and gentle disposition, think 
of the demand that could be created for 
our breed by commercial dairymen. Even 
if this 2,000 pound production increase 
caused breed average butterfat test to 
decrease by .2% from 4.6% to 4.4%, 
Guernseys would produce as many pounds 
of butterfat per cow as Holsteins. 

Clearly increasing production is the 
key to the future of the Guernsey breed. 
Stating an intention is easier than making 
it happen. Production in dairy cows is 
the result of three ingredients; genetics, 
management and environment. Cer- 
tainly the most difficult to control of the 
three aspects in this equation is environ- 
ment. Dairymen don’t have any influ- 
ence over the weather conditions and 
soil types of their farms. The only way to 
change environment is to pack up and 
move. This generally is not a viable 
alternative. However, dairymen have 
vast control over the genetics and man- 
agement of their herds. 

Increasing production via genetics is 
simple, use the top PTA bulls available 
along with high indexing young sires. 
However, these bulls must be used cor-

rectly. The top two bulls on the list are 
not necessarily the right bulls to be used 
on every cow. Functional type traits 
must also be considered. Generally, a 
bull ranking among the top 10 or 12 
active AI sires can be used to correct the 
worst one or two type traits of any cow. 

Using top genetics also means breed- 
ing all cows and heifers by AI. While 
heifer AI may not seem practical in some 
herds, the daughters of average AI bulls 
consistently out-produce the daughters 
of non-Al bulls by $100 worth of milk per 
lactation. Isn’t an additional $100 of 
milk worth the additional time and effort 
required to breed heifers by artificial 
insemination? 

Management is the second area of 
production which dairymen can control. 
Managing cattle for higher production 
starts with the feeding program. Ample 
quantities of well-blended rations need 
to be fed to obtain maximum production. 
But, in addition to feeding the milking 
herd well, calves and heifers must be 
well grown and developed in order to give 
these animals the opportunity to pro- 
duce at high levels when they enter 
milking strings. Calf raising needs par- 
ticular attention because raising more 
heifers gives herd owners the opportu- 
nity to cull more rigorously at a later 
date. The power to cull is the power to 
improve. In addition to nutrition, other 
factors including herd health, cow com- 
fort and consistent handling are crucial 
in obtaining maximum production. 

Asking Guernseys to increase pro- 
duction by 2,000 pounds of milk per cow 


is not unrealistic. Guernsey herd aver- 
ages of 14,382M are commonplace. Many 
herds are able to obtain 1,000 pound per 
cow increases in production in a single 
year. Guernsey owners who have herd 
averages above 14,000M need to strive 
for their next level whether that be 15,000; 
16,000; 17,000; or 18,000 pounds of 
milk or higher. Research has consis- 
tently shown that whenever it is profit- 
able to milk cows, it is profitable to 
obtain maximum production. If your 
herd is not producing at the level you 
would like, I urge you to contact Guern- 
sey breeders who are obtaining the pro- 
duction you desire. Iam certain they will 
be more than happy to visit with you 
regarding their Guernsey breeding and 
management which has helped them 
obtain the levels of production that you 
want. For Guernsey breeders produc- 
tion must be job one, our future depends 
on it.

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Top Living Lifetime Producers 


The cows that appear on this 
elite list have a combination of out- 
standing production and longevity. 
Twelve cows, from six states filled 
the top 10 spots for both milk and 
butterfat production for the period 
ending December 31, 1989. All 
Guernseys nominated for the Liebers 
Trophy (top living lifetime milk 
producer) and the Valley Set Award 
(top living lifetime butterfat pro- 
ducer) were automatically consid- 
ered for this listing. 

This years’ Liebers Trophy re- 
cipient, Rudanks Jay Arnie repeats 
her performance from 1988. Owned 
by Mitchell Brothers of Saluda, South 
Carolina, “Arnie” topped both the 
milk and butterfat category. She 
now has a living lifetime record of 
243,040M and 11,432F in 4,561 
days. Also the Valley Set Award 
recipient, she was third in butterfat 
production in 1988. Born in March 
of 1974 this 88-point Western Glow 
Darimost granddaughter has aver- 
aged 53.3 pounds of milk and 2.51 
pounds of butterfat a day. 


Finishing in the second position 
for milk production and third for 
butterfat is Zabels F W P Dixie. This 
14-year-old producer has consis- 
tently appeared in the top 10 list for 
many years. Owned by Guerndean 
Guernseys of Windsor, Colorado, 
“Dixie” produced 218,520 pounds 
of milk and 9,807 pounds of butter- 
fat in 3,469 days. The Forsyth family 
is also the owner of Plainview Farm 
F B Butterfly. A past top 10 member 
she is ranked sixth for milk produc- 
tion and eighth for butterfat. Milk- 
ing for 2,986 days, she made 
194,830M and 7,968F. 

Finishing just above “Dixie” in 
the butterfat category is 
Nehringlands Jello. A VG Welcome 
Flashes Hollirex daughter, “Jello” 
made 197,088M and 10,237F in 
3,968 days for owner Thomas 
Nehring of Taylor, Wisconsin. 

Other females making repeated 
appearances include, Yellow Creek 
Choice Blossom and Pleasant Hill 
Choice Caramel, both owned by 
Truman Weaver of Goshen, Indi- 


ana. Weaver also is the owner of 
newcomer to the list, Yellow Creek 
Noble Marge. 

Hillcrest F J owned by Ronald 
Wetherwax of Wyoming, New York, 
and Lincrest D Betty owned by Rolly 
Lincoln of Parma, Idaho, are the 
two newcomers in the milk cate- 
gory. In the butterfat section Tho- 
mas Griswold of Ixonia, Wisconsin, 
owner of Linrose Choices Alice and 
Lyle and Neil Jensen, of Balsam 
Lake, Wisconsin, with Gr-Level Gold 
Grand Tara are the owners of the 
two newcomers.

Guernsey Prices 
Increased In 1989 


Average Guernsey sale prices saw an 
increase in 1989. Buyers purchased 
quality animals throughout the year in 
both consignment and dispersal sales. 
The year-end average was $1,144, which 
was a $171 increase over the 1988 aver- 
age of $973. 

While the overall number of Guern- 
seys that crossed the auction block was 
down, the number of open heifers sold 
rose by 67 head. Three of the top 10 sales 
for the year were managed by Guernsey 
Marketing Service (GMS) including the 
second high sale of the year, the National 
Convention and Heifer Sale, held in 
Rochester, New York. This sale, which 
once again featured 36 head, averaged 
$2,066. 

The highest averaging sale in 1989 
was the Americana sale, sponsored by 
ABS, it was held in Madison, Wisconsin, 
during the World Dairy Expo. The 16 
head sold for a $2,584 average. This was 
the first Americana Guernsey sale held 
at World Dairy Expo. The Wisconsin 
Guernsey Breeders’ Association (GBA) 
also held a sale at the same time in 
Madison featuring Dutch Mill Telestars

The consistent management of Laes- 
chland Farms by Phil and Joyce Laesch 
of Curtiss, Wisconsin, has lead them to 
owning the top producing herd for both 
milk and protein. They led the country in 
1988 in both milk and butterfat produc- 
tion.
